day on top of the Washington Monu- 
ment. Senator Hefiln is suspicious that 
the violin may contain germs of a 
deadly disease, and he has sent it for 
| investigation to the chemists of the 
Naval Laboratory. 


Professing to be apprehensive that 


The violin, an old-time “fiddle,” ac- 
companied by a bow, came from Bos- 
ton. Senator Heflin illustrated how a 
violin is held and how the player might 
inhale deadly draughts from a germ- 
infesied instrument 

The senator declared he had re- 
celved so many threats that he was sus- 
picious and obliged to be constantly on 
guard. Regarding the violin, he said 
he had not touched it. He said a fel- 
low senator had told him it might con.

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Committee Named to Mark 
Historical Spots of City 


A permanent executive committee, 
composed of five prominent residents 
of Washington yesterday was appointed 


by the District Commissioners to take 
charge of marking local historical sites 
with suitable tablets. Those named on 
the committee were John Clagett Proc- 
tor, chairman; Brig. Gen. George Rich- 
ards, vice chairman; John B. Larner, 
Washington Topham and Maj. Gist 
Blair. The committee is empowered to 
appoint a general committee to as- 
sist it. 

The appointments yesterday will re- 
sult in the early erection of four bronze 
tablets which have been in the custody 
of District Auditor Daniel J. Donovan 
for some time, and will save to Wash- 
ington a $500 Federal appropriation 
which might otherwise have lapsed. 

The committee named yesterday suc- 
ceeds that which was headed by Allen C 
Clark, an appointee of former Commis- 
sioner Rudolph, who resigned last year 
because of lack of cooperation from his 
fellow committeemen, Since Mr. Clark’s 
resignation, his committee has ceased to 
function, and four tablets authorized 
by it have been in the hands of the Dis- 
trict auditor awaiting instructions for 
their erection. 

Mr. Donovan recently called the at- 
tenton of the Commissioners to the fact 
that this year’s annual appropriation of 


$500 for historical marking purposes! 


must be requisitioned by June 30, or the 
appropriation would lapse and could 
not be used. 

The four tablets that Mr. Donovan 
now has in his office are: One to mark 
the lots on North Capitol street be- 
tween B and C streets which were ac- 
quired by George Washington itn 1798. 
and upon which he built two brick 
dwellings which were later remodeled 
into a home for Admiral Charles 
Wilkes, famous explorer; one to mark 
the house on Penusylvania avenue be- 
tween Second and Third streets south- 
east, which was the temporary quar- 
ters of the Supreme Court of the 
United States when the Capitol was 
burned during the War of 1812; one to 
mark the site of the first playhouse 
built in Washington on the site of the 
President Theater on Pennsylvania ave- 
nue; and one to mark a house on Vir- 
ginia avenue, between Third and 
Fourth streets southeast, which was 
built in 1800 by Dr. Frederick May and 
later occupied by Col. Samuel Small- 
wood, who was twice mayor of Wash- 
ington. 

The tablets cost approximately $100 
each, and under the annual appropri- 
ation of $500 a program of erecting 
four tablets a year ha been followed. 
The four now in Mr. Donovan's care 
were purchased from funds received in 
the appropriation for 1927.

Lepage Cronmiller, of Maryland, 
and including members of the Nica- 
raguan national guurd, encountered a 
rebel band of fifteer men about 20 
miles southwest of Ocotal marine head- 
quarters in the state of Nuevo Segovia 

American patrols are swarming over

lit is cxpected other contacts will be 
made. 

The eight Americans wounded in 
Monduay’s encounter today were en 
route to Ocotal by ox cart and plans 
were made to transfer them to Man- 
agua by airplane as scon as possible. 


Davis Believed Recovering. 


In the absence of further informa- 
tion from the scene it is believed that 
Lem © Davis, of Nixon, Tex., the most 
seriously wounded of the men, was re- 
covering. The five men .killed in the 
fight were buried near the scene of 
the exgagement. 

In the opinion of marine. head- 
quarters the Daraili fight bears all the 
marks of an ambush, although no 
definite report on this point has been 
received from Lieut. Edward F. O’Day, 
commander of the Daraili pack train. 
Whether the ambush was planned 
through previous knowledge of the 
movements of the pack train ofr 
whether the Sandino band was resting 
during the day preparatory to a night 
march, when the pack\ train was sight- 
ed, was uncertain. 

The fact that the Sandino band had 
at least one machine gun has led to 
the conclusion here that it was an im- 
portant element of Sandino’s force. 
Airplane observers noted a stone wall 
near Daraili behind which the ate 
tackers are believed to have set up 
their machine gun, close to the trail.

“Chicago,” one\.of the most sensa- 
tional picture productions of the last 
year, featuring Phyllis Haver and Vic- 
tor Varconi, is the attraction at the 
Rialto this week.

GIANTS PROSPER. 


The National Industrial Conference Board 
‘asserts that business prosperity in the United 
States is. confined largely to the so-called 
giant corporations. In 1925, it says, the av- 
erage income of 99.89 per cent of them, all 
those with less than $5,000,000 net income 
for the year, was 11 per cent smaller than in 
1923. Concerns with net incomes of $5,000,- 
000 or more a year, 0.11 per cent of all com- 
panies making returns for 1925, showed an 
average gain of 25.4 per cent in net income 
as compared with the income of a correspond- 
ing group in 1923. These larger companies, 
although constituting but 1-9 of 1 per cent 
of all manufacturing corporations, earned 44.5 
per cent of the industries’ aggregate net in- 
come, | 

The conference board has been accused on 
Several] occasions of fathering statisticg and 
reports that were not strictly in accord witb 
fact. Nevertheless its records may at least 
be taken as indicative of a trend. It should 
be noticed also that in this instance the in- 
formation has to do with a condition two 
years old. Yet business bas not undergone 
much change since 1925, and again the sta- 
tistics indicate the trend. Here is some evi- 
dence that with national prosperity has gone 
a competitive struggle in which the most 
powerful has increased its power at the ex- 
pense of the weaker. 

Big business is not the bugaboo that it was

industria] supercorporations, Mass production, 
high productivity per individual with its ac- 
companying high wage level, has brought 
this about and undoubtedly will serve to con- 
tinue it. The United States Steel Corporation,

Telegraph Co., Henry Ford—these and others 
are living examples of the industrial giant 
serving the public far better than the little 
individual corporation of years gone by. What 
the ultimate result may be is problematical. 
Certainly, if the industrial giant continues to 
show profits, consolidations and creation of 
new giants will be more and more in evidence. 


_ 
SOLL CONSERVATION, 

Civilization has never been able to get away 
from the gauge set up for it by nature, that 
is, the gauge of soil fertility. The vital factor 
of soil conservation has been shown in a re- 
cent publication of the Bureau of Soils, which 
lays emphasis upon the importance of holding 
in mind the long view in the methods adopted 
for cultivation. “Greening” a fleld by burning 
it over to destroy the underbrush and to insure 
a good crop of grass for pasturage is a fallacy 
into which the man Is apt to fall who is seek- 
ing to bring into cultivation a new tract of 
ground. 

What happens is shown by the bureau in its 
publications, The ground is cleared, it is true, 
but the humus which is the life of the soi! is 
destroyed by the repeated burnings; the grass 
‘becomes thin and the pasturage poor, while 
the worth of the soil for any crop that drafts 
strongly upon it for nutrition becomes nil The 
lesson which is impressed upon the American 
farmer finds illustration in many directions. 


Dr. Sylvanus Morley, the American archeolo 
gist working in Central America, points out 
the probabillty that the one-time extensive 


civilization of the Mayas of Middle America 
fell before a process similar to that of ‘‘green- 
ing the fields.’’

HORSES. 

The horse in the streets causes as 
mugh comment in this day as an auto- 
mobile did in the days when Haynes 
was astonishing the natives of How- 
ard County with his horseless“ wagon, 
observes the Indianapolis News. But 
this by no means indicates that the 
horse has gone out. In fact, he is so 
much in evidence that the agricultural 
bureaus are paying about as much at- 
tention to him as they ever did The 
University of Illinots College of agri- 
culture has printed a pamphlet on 
“Big Teams on Illinois Farms.” ‘One 
point made is stated in a cry: “More 
horses to the plow and fewer in the 
pasture.” If the tmplement pulls 80 
hard that the horses must be rested 
several times a day, it may pay to add 
more horses to the team. Then if-there 
are two men on the farm and one man 
works all the horses, the other man 
can «do other work. 

In a word, the booklet demonstrates 
methods for economizing in the use of 
farm hands, and all the processes 


and crops; for instance, instead of one 
man to one horse, on man to three 
horses, or four or a dozen horses. Four 
horses driven tandem or tn pairs can do 
more work and get better footing and 
keep cooler four horses abreast. 
Four or eight-horse teams speed up the 
work. A loss of about 20 per cent of 
the power is computed-in side’ draft 
when horses are worked four abreast. 
The fastest-stepping horses, of course, 
should be kept in the lead. They must 
be steady and dependable and not

Milwaukee, Wis., March 2 (A.P.).— 
Consent of Herbert Hoover to have his 
name placed on the ballot in the State 
presidential preference primary April 2 
is unnecessary under Wisconsin law, 
Morton P. Hunter, Milwaukee business 
man, declared today. 

Mr. Hunter made the statement when 
informed that George Akerson, personal 
representative of the candidate, had as- 
serted that Mr. Hoover's name had been 
placed in the Wisconsin primary by un- 
authorized persons and would be with- 
drawn. 

“The petition is filed and its going to 
stay filed,” declared Mr. Hunter today.

The action of Hunter unless revoked 
assures a test of strength in Wisconsin

Charitable contributions and gifts 
are ‘ieductible within the Iimitations 
of the revenue act. In order that a 
deductior may be made, contributions 
to a corporation, trust, community 
chest, fund, or foundation must meet 
several tests. Such organizations must 
‘be operated exclusively fo’ religious 
charitable, scientific, literary, or edu- 


cational purposes, or for the prevention 
of cruelty to children or animals. No 
part of its income must inure to the 
benefit of private stockholders or indi- 
viduals. 

Every church constitutes a religious 
corporation for the purpose of this de- 
duction Contributions made to a mis- 
sionary fund to church building funds 
and for the benefit of othe. activities 
of the *hurch are deductible. Pew 
rents, assessments, and dues: paid to 
churches are regarded as contributions 

Gifts to an individual are not Ce- 
ductible, but if made t: a charitable 
organization as defined by the revenue 
act, may be deducted even though the 
organization distributes the gifts among 
individual beneficiaries 

Contributions made to the United 
States. the istrict of Columbia, and 
State or Territory, or any “political 
subdivision thereof,” for “exclusively 
public purposes” are deductible A 
gift of real estate to be maintained

STATISTICS PRESENTED - 
ON VEHICLES PARKED 


Traffic Bureau’s Count Said 
to Be 43 Out of the Way; 
Another Survey Promised. 


Offering to accept elimination of all 
parking on Thirteenth stteet between 
B® ani I streets for one hour during 
the morning rush, provided angle park- 
ing on Thirteenth street is restored, a 
delegation from the Thirteenth Street 
Business Men’s Association yesterday 
called on the District Commissioners 
in protest of Traffic Director Harland’s 
order requiring parallel parking. 

The delegation, which was headed by 
Gen. Anton Stephan, president of the 
Merchants and Manufacturers Associa- 
tion, contended that parallel parking 
not only has injured business along 
Thirteenth street, but also has worked 
‘an injustice on business firms that 
paid assessments for the widening of 
the thoroughfare with the distinct 
understanding that it was to afford 
greater parking space. 

M. D. Rosenberg, a member of the 
delegation, disputed Assistant Traffic 
Director Eldridge’s statistics of the 
number of cars that could be parked in 
the Thirteenth street area, and de- 
clared that it is possible to park at an 
angle 195 cars between E and F streets, 
or 43 cars more than the count of the 
Traffic Bureau. A total of 1,930 ve- 
hicles can be parked at angles between 
E and I streets, the delegation con- 
tended. 

Traffic Director W. H. Harland, who 
Was present when the delegation was 
received, assured the merchants that 
he would make another survey of the 
situation, and would also study the 
amount of parking space allotted to 
buses at the corners of Thirteenth 


street, which the delegation claims take | 


more space than actually needed. To 
facilitate angle parking and conformi- 
ty to the regulations, the delegation 
also urged that space be markeg for 
each car. The Commissioners gave no 


intimation as to what steps they would | 


take in the matter.
